WASHINGTON (U P I) - Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger, his voice 
occasionally cracking with emotion, today denounced a House intelligence commit­ 
tee report as a "new version of McCarthyism." 
The report s "total impact is to produce the impression of a malicious lie." Kis­ 
singer told a news conference. He said he would resign if he concluded he had become 
an obstacle to carrying out foreign policy 
The report has been leaked extensively to news media and one version, printed in 
New York Wednesday, said the committee sharply attacked Kissinger for his "pas­ 
sion for secrecy” and quest for personal power. 
"W e are facing here a new version of McCarthyism." Kissinger said, charging the 
report had itself distorted highly classified information provided by the executive 
branch of government to Congress. 
He said the airing of "utterly flagrant charges" in American political life can 
destroy public figures. 
But Kissinger gave no hint that he was actually considering resigning He 
emphasized that he was leaving on a trip to Latin America Monday, and Africa next 
month. 
The intelligence committee report, which was ordered kept secret by the full

House until President Ford can censor it, also allegedly accused Kissinger of 
withholding information on Russian violations of the Strategic Arms Limitation 
agreement. 
Kissinger was asked to reply to charges in the report, published by the Village 
Voice Wednesday, that he had misled the committee and suppressed evidence from 
the House inquiry 
"It is extremely difficult to reply to charges in a leaked document, ami I don't know 
what version of the Pike committee report has now surfaced," Kissinger said. 
"The Pike committee report uses the highly classified information in violation of 
an agreement between the executive branch and the legislative branch. 
"The use of classified information in a manner that is so distorted that the total im­ 
pact is to produce a malicious lie 
"Therefore, even when the documents themselves are correct, they are taken out 
of context and they are so fitted into a preconceived pattern that we are facing here a 
new version of McCarthyism," he said. 
It was reported earlier that, with the President's assent, Kissinger offered the 
Soviet Unioi during his recent Moscow mission a softer proposal for limiting 
strategic arms than had been approved by the National Security Council.

Lompoc 'ham' links 
Guatemala to world

The death toll in the Guatemala 
earthquake is expected to exceed 40,000 
persons — double this morning’s count of 
20.000 — according to a radio broadcast 
monitored this morning by John Singer, 
ham radio operator of Lompoc. 
Singer said broadcasts out of the 
earthquake -stricken Central American 
country this morning appealed for an­ 
tibiotics. serums and medicines of all 
sorts, and that efforts were being made 
today to secure the assistance of the U.S 
military. Singer said he interpreted that 
broadcast announcement to be an appeal 
for assistance by the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers and the Seebees. 
Earlier, Singer said he picked up a 
radio transmission from a little city 
about 20 to 30 miles outside Guatemala 
City, desperately appealing for medical 
assistance. Singer said bodies are 
reported still lying in the open and that 
the problem of burial had outstripped the 
ability of the survivors to cope with it. 
Heart tugging broadcasts out of 
Guatemala such as these have occupied 
Singer 12 to 14 hours a day, ever since 
Feb. 4 when the earthquake hit the 
country Singer taped most of the more 
important broadcasts in the small radio 
room he occupies in,his modest Lompoc 
home "Some of the stuff that comes 
over the air will bring tears to your 
eyes." he said Wednesday. 
Singer's "radio shack" has become a 
clearing house for information in and out 
of Guatemala. He estimates he has had 
communications one way or another 
with 45 to 50 people in the Lompoc-Santa 
Maria area who have relatives or friends 
in Guatemala. Singer himself has a son. 
Jon. who lives there with his family. 
Singer participates in the circulation 
and monitoring of radio transmissions 
affecting American expeditions bound 
for the stricken country or preparing to 
embark for that area. One of the latter 
involves Dr Harry Silsby Brown, an eye 
doctor in Santa Barbara Dr Brown has 
formed or is a part of a group, that uses 
the designation. S E E . for Surgical Eye 
Expedition. 
Dr. Brown and other 
members of the group were scheduled to 
leave for Guatemala this morning in a 
chartered twin-jet plane 
Singer has 
asked his son to meet the plane and help 
members of the group find shelter 


Singer and other hams regularly - 
"phonepatch" a local person with a 
Guatem ala person via radio and 
telephonic transmission. Such transmis­ 
sion is the only method of communica­ 
tion still open between most people in 
Guatemala and the outside world, Singer 
said "W e never turn anyone down," he 
said 
Singer firs t learned about the 
earthquake on the morning of Feb. 4, 
when he picked up a radio transmission 
from a ham in Florida. That was about 
two hours after the disaster. 
Since then he has regularly exchanged 
transmissions with ham operators in 
Guatemala .including Bela Russ, radio 
tag. Bela; with Don. and with another 
ham. Nate. The latter is a former 
American who has lived in Guatemala 
for the past 44 years. 
Bela is the most important broad­ 
caster by some standards. Singer says 
she broadcasts information originating 
in the country’s embassy agency, the 
military and the professional medical 
world The other two mainstays add un­ 
official but valuable information not 
available elsewhere. 


Singer is sitting by his radio right now. 
listening m ostly, but also acting, 
telephoning local individuals with con­ 
nections in the stricken country, relaying 
calls and information vital to those 
bound for Guatemala The latter service 
includes communication with planes in 
the air and ships at sea 
Singer got into all this about three 
years ago when he revived a hobby he got 
involved in as a boy Singer was retired 
from Lockheed and had just had open 
heart surgery. "It was tough at first," he 
said Wednesday, 
referring to the psy­ 
chological hangups that assailed him 
after his surgery. 
But he said fellow 
hams he contacted via the airwaves 
were patient and now he is as confident 
at the most sophisticated transmitter 


it's been good therapy for m e." he 
said 
The experience during the 
Guatemala crisis, nevertheless has left 
its mark on him. "Most of the transmis­ 
sions I receive, most of the exchanges I 
participate in have a note of sadness, if 
not tragedy in them." he said 
He tells about one broadcast he 
monitored that wound up with the ap­ 
peal "And pray for Guatemala."

A preliminary 1976-’77 fiscal budget of 
$382,664 for the Lompoc Parks and 
Recreation Department was approved 
by the Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion last night.

Vandenberg Air Force Base has asked 
the City of Lompoc to enter negotiations 
to consider the base's joining the Lom­ 
poc Valley Regional Wastewater Treat­ 
ment Plant, it was announced today 
This could mean a saving to the city of 
at least $1 million in operations cost over 
the first seven or eight years, according 
to City Administrator Gene L. Wählers. 
"This represents a giant step forward 
in realizing the potential of the regional 
sewage treatment plant and is an out­ 
standing example of the excellent com­ 
munity relations and cooperation 
enjoyed between Vandenberg and the 
City of Lompoc," commented Mayor Art 
Scott. 
If the base joins the regional plant, 
significant mutual benefits will be ac­ 
crued, Scott said. The base "w ill realize 
the best solution for its sewage treat­ 
ment needs," Scott noted, and the city 
"w ill benefit by a reduction in its share 
of plant operating and maintenance 
costs." 
For the time being, paying its fair 
share of the operation and maintenance 
costs is the only participation that could 
be required of the base, since the plant is 
undergoing an expansion prim arily 
funded by state and federal grants. 
The expansion will be completed in 
about January of 1977, Wählers noted, 
which would bring its treatm ent 
capacity up to five million gallons of ef­ 
fluent per day, more than sufficient to 
handle its own needs and those of 
Vandenberg Village as well as the 
base’s. 
Original completion date was March of 
1977. but work is two months ahead of 
schedule, Wählers said. 
At present, V A FB has 1.5 million 
gallons of effluent per day. Lompoc 
produces 1.8 million gallons and the 
Village 450,000 gallons. The city is 
reserving 280.000 gallons of the capacity 
for Mission Hills, should that area decide 
to join. 
Wählers said that he had been in

general manager of

corporation of Lompoc 
Utilities, which handles Mission Hills’ 
sewage treatment facilities, expressing 
an interest in joining the regional plant. 
This was a week ago. W allers said, 
and so far the request has not been put in 
writing, as was requested. 
Contacted by The Record this morning 
in Los Angeles. Smitherman confirmed 
that his agency would like to join the 
regional facility. 
"W e are definitely interested in sitting * 
down with Lompoc city officials to dis­ 
cuss the possibilities of our joining the 
plant." Smitherman said. " I hope to get 
with Anton Gamier, president of Lom­ 
poc Utilities, this week or next, and then 
get off a letter to Lompoc to set up a date 
when we can talk." he added 
Gamier has been out of town and un­ 
able to confer on details of the letter to 
be sent to Lompoc city officials. 
Smitherman said 
Wählers said that if an agreement is 
negotiated for Vandenberg to become a 
part of the system, it could be hooked up 
bv the end of 1977. 
Depending on the rate of growth of 
Lompoc, the plant at its new capacity 
would be able to serve the present needs 
and those of VA FB at least until 1985 and 
possibly beyond 
An additional 10,000 
population could be accommodated by 
the increased capacity that will be 
provided by the present expansion. 
"W e foresee no major problems in 
negotiating the agreement It is merely a 
form ality." said Wählers, who added, 
"W e already have the initial basis for 
agreement." 
He referred to the approval by the En­ 
vironm ental Protection Agency of 
procedures that w ill be followed if 
Vandenberg A FB joins the system 
These include: 
— VA FB will design and construct and 
pay for all costs of an interceptor line 
and necessary appurtenances and tie-in 
costs.

city that the base is in the process of 
starting a project for disposal of effluent 
from the main base sewage treatment 


plant. 


Wählers said he will recommend to the 
city council when it meets next week 
that the city enter into the negotiations 
with V A FB and that the council concur 
with the guidelines approved by EPA . 


When developed, the agreement will 
be returned to the council for final 
review before approval.

Food taken by canoe to 27 cattle 
stranded by heavy rain in riverbed

John Wiester is not John Wayne and 
the Santa Ynez River is not the Red 
River, so Wiester couldn’t just drive his 
stranded cattle off an island yesterday. 
The Santa Ynez River was five and six 
feet deep in spots the night before The 13 
cows and one bull may have been able to 
wade across, but what about the 13 
calves? 
Finally, the Buellton rancher decided 
to take a non-John Wayne approach to 
the problem: load two canoes and paddle 
over a rescue drop of hay and protein 
blocks. 
" I was trying to figure out how to get 
to them when all of a sudden it hit me. It 
is so easy; just load it on a canoe and 
go," said Wiester of the Rio Vista Ranch 
before embarking. 
The story of how the cattle became 
stranded on an island in the Santa Ynez 
River begins earlier this year with the 
drought. There was no green grass on the 


hills and Wiester was paying prohibitive 
prices for hay to feed his 800 head when 
he and another area rancher thought of 
fencing about 200 head in the river. 
• The idea." he explained, "was to 
have them feed on sour grass, willows 
and cat tails." 
At the time, the river was as dry as the 
hills Suddenly and unexpectedly rain 
came down 
"It wasn’t supposed to rain until Feb 
15. according to the long-range 
forecasts," Wiester remarked. 


While 173 head were in the right loca­ 
tion during the rains to be safely 
removed from the river, 27 head became 
stranded. Two days ago, this small 
group, according to Wiester, was in real 
danger as the swollen river covered the 
island 


Wednesday night he used horses 
packed with protein blocks to wade to the 
island 
"A t times the horses were swim­ 


ming." he said. 
Like all the farmers and ranchers, 
Wiester is pleased about the rain — 
regardless of its unforecast arrival and 
volume and the inconvenience it has 
caused him and his 27 head of cattle. 


"Farm ers and ranchers are really 
grateful because we got a hell of a good 
rain and 80 per cent of it soaked in," he 
said 


"W e have already lost a lot of money 
because of the drought. We had to feed 
(the cattle) in January and February 
substantial amounts of purchased hay. 
Normally, it rains in December and in 
January and February you have green 
grass ” 


Wiester borrowed two canoes of Art 
Hibbits of Buellton and, with the help of 
Vivian Thompson, Bob Hedlund and Hib­ 
bits. made a successful food drop. 


The rancher’s next job is to remove the 
cattle before the next "substantial 
rains," he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
CIA says it will no longer have 
any paid or contractual rela­ 
tionship with any full or part- 
time reporters accredited to 
any U.S. news media, and will 
“as soon as feasible” end ex­ 
isting arrangements. 
No names of any journalists, 
who are now CIA associates or 
who have ever cooperated with 
the a A, will ever be made 
public, the CIA said Wednes­ 
day. The same will apply to any 
American clergyman or mis­ 
sionary, who has helped the 
agency. 
The CIA, apparently bowing 
to pressure from Congress, the 
public and the news media 
itself, said in an unexpected 
statement brought by messen­ 
ger to m edia offices in 
Washington late Wednesday: 
“Effective immediately. CIA 
will not enter into any paid or 
contractual relationship with 
any full-time or part-time news 
correspondent accredited by 
any U.S. news service, news­ 
paper, periodical, radio or 
television network or station. 
“ As soon as feasible, the 
agency will bring existing 


relationships with individuals in 
these groups into conformity 
with this new policy.” 
“The agency does not believe 
there has been any impropriety 
on its part in the limited use 
made of persons connected in 
some way with American 
media, church and missionary 
organizations. Nonetheless, 
CIA recognizes the special 
status afforded these institu­ 
tions under our Constitution and 
in order to avoid any ap­ 
pearance of improper use by 
the agency, the director of 
Central IntelUgence (George 
Bush) has decided to a revised 
policy to govern agency with 
these groups.” 
The agency said it “will con­ 
tinue to welcome information 
volunteered by such in­ 
dividuals,” but will not reveal 
the names of anyone who has 
given information. 
“It is agency policy not to 
divulge the names of cooperate 
ing Americans,” the statement 
said. “In this regard CIA will 
not make public, now or in the 
future, the nam es of any 
cooperating 
journalists 
or 
churchmen/’ 


Federal Trade Commission has 
accused the nation's three large 
automobile makers of earning 
$2 million to |4 million a year 
profit off repossessed cars at 
the expense of the consumers 
who lost them. 
In Detroit, spokesmen for 
Ford, General Motors and 
Chrysler denied the charges 
filed in complaints by the FTC. 
Thomas C. Armitage, acting 
regional director for the com­ 
mission in Seattle, said at a 
news conference Wednesday 
that laws in all 50 state require 
any profits from the sale of 
repossessions go to persons who 
lost the cars. 
Armitage described how Gen­ 
eral Motors gets around the law 
after it takes cars from persons 
who fall behind in their pay­ 
ments. 
The firm’s credit subsidiary, 
General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation, puts repossessed 
vehicles up for sale, but 
manages in most instances to 
buy the cars itself at very low 
prices. Armitage said that 
leaves the defaulting buyer 
with a debt to the company. 
Then GMAC turns the vehi­ 
cles over to dealers for resale 
at much higher prices and that 
way the profits are never seen 
by the first buyer of the vehicle. 
Armitage estimated that of 
about 200,000 repossessions na­ 
tionwide each year, between 
10,000 and 20,000 involve resale 
profits averaging 3200 each. 
Randy Brook, an FTC attor­ 
ney, said he not only hoped the 
big three would stop the prac­ 
tice but that persons who lost 
profits in the past would get 
their money back. 
13 oil firms 
want to bid 


NEW YORK (UPI) - W T 
G rant Co. and its m ajor 
creditors have asked that the 
variety store chain, which is 
more than $1 billion in debt, be 
formally declared bankrupt and 
allowed to go out of business. 
One of the big three in variety 
store chains — ranking third 
behind F. -W. Woolworth and S. 
S. 
K resg e 
- 
G r a n t’s 
bankruptcy would be the 
biggest retail failure in the 
country’s history. 
At a hearing in Federal 
Bankruptcy Court in Manhattan 
Wednesday, attorneys for the 
70-year-old firm and its 11 
major bank and trade creditors 
presented a resolution, in which 
they agreed it would be virtual­ 
ly hopeless to continue an effort 
to reorganize the chain under 
Chapter 11 of the bankruptcy 
laws. 
However, Federal Bankrupt­ 
cy Court Judge John J. Galgay 
said he needed more informa­ 
tion “as to the viability of W. T. 
Grant’s future” and ordered an 
immediate hearing. He said the 
session would continue at 10 
a.m. Thursday. 
Since undergoing bankruptcy 
proceedings last October, 
Grant has reduced the number 


of its employes by more than 
half to about 30,000 and has 
withdrawn its operations from 
the West Coast, the Midwest 
and the Southwest, closing 712 
stores. 
If the judge approves the 
bankruptcy motion the chain 
would close its last 393 stores, 
which are concentrated in the 
Northeastern states. 
Claiming that it would take a 
generation to restore the finan­ 
cially crippled firm, Leonard 
Rosen, a lawyer for the chain, 
said “while the operation is go­ 
ing on, thii patient may very 
well die.” 
Harvey Miller, representing 
the Creditors Committee, said 
that as of Jan. 29 W. T. Grant’s 
total assets amounted to $512 
million and its total liabilities 
to $1.1 billion. 
“Our consultants,” he said, 
“estimate it will take $150 
million to $160 million to go 
forward. 
“It is in the best interest of 
all creditors that W. T. Grant 
be adjudged bankrupt and that 
its business be terminated,” he 
said. “The possibility of reor­ 
ganization in light of the 
tremendous cash needs is very, 
very remote.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Thirteen oil companies say they 
may want to bid for offshore oil 
and gas leases on 12.8 million 
acres in the western Gulf of 
Alaska. 
The Interior Department has 
tentatively scheduled a leasing 
of the tracts next December. A 
final decision on the leases will 
be m ade by the in terio r 
secretary after conducting pub­ 
lic hearings and environmental 
studies. 
Fishermen and conservation­ 
ists are urging the department 
to exclude tracts near impor­ 
tant wildlife and fishing areas. 
Some say the leasing should be 
delayed until more can be 
learned about the impact of of­ 
fshore drilling on the environ­ 
ment. 
In one of the first steps of a 
long process by which the 
department decides exactly 
which Outer Continental Shelf 
areas, if any, will be leased, the 
oil companies specified 2,326 
tracts in which they are in­ 
terested . The tra c ts are 
between three and 45 miles 
from shore. 
The department said Wednes­ 
day the companies have ex­ 
pressed the most interest in an 
area extending northeast from 
southern Kodiak Island. 
The 
Alaska Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment is asking that this area 
along with those east and south 
of Kodiak Island be excluded 
from leasing. TTie U S Fish and 
Wildlife Service said there are 
sea bird and sea lion habitats on 
Kodiak and other islands. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Marijuana smoking is less 
dangerous to the user than 
cigarettes or alcohol, the 
government’s top drug abuse 
official said today. 
“There is no question that 
alcohol and tobacco are causing 
us far more health problems 
than marijuana does,” said Dr. 
Robert DuPont, director of the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse. 
DuPont, who has previously 
avoided making public com­ 
parisons among the three most 
widely used “ recreational” 
drugs, said at a news confer­ 
ence that while none of the 
drugs is safe, marijuana lacks 
the “lethal effects” of either 
alcohol or tobacco. 
Furthermore, said DuPont, 
the drug consuming habits of 
young persons are more likely 
to lead them from alcohol and 
tobacco to trying marijuana, 
rather than the other way 


around. 
DuPont, a medics^ doctor, is­ 
sued the government’s fifth an­ 
nual report to Congress on 
marijuana and health, which 
was released Tuesday. Today’s 
news conference was held to 
discuss the report. 
Asked for his advice to the 
parents of pot-smoking teen­ 
agers, DuPont replied: “ I 
would advise them not to get so 
terribly uptight ... and to talk 
with them (their children) 
about the consequences of their 
decisions.”

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Bonanza for travelers 
Harrises win delay in trial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Civil 
Aeronautics Board has proposed a sweep­ 
ing new travel bonanza — a new type of 
charter flight with no minimum price and 
no requirement to pay for hotels or meals 
as part of a tour package 
The proposal is based on Advance Book­ 
ing Charters that already have proved 
popular in Europe and Canada. 
The board said Wednesday it plans a 
final decision sometime after April 5, 
after a period allowed for public comment 
on the proposed U.S. ABC charters. But it 
said it tentatively plans to put the ABCs 
into effect this spring as a five-year ex­ 
periment ending March 31, 1981. 
A board spokesman said thousands of 
A m ericans, who cannot now afford 
overseas air travel, should benefit from 
the plan. In addition, he said, the ABC 
charters would clear away unnecessary 
red tape and cut expenses for additional 
thousands, who already use charter 
programs. 
“The ABC passenger would not be 
required to be a member of any preformed 
group, and would merely have to purchase 
his round-trip charter transportation from 
an indnnnndent tour operator or travel 


agent sufficiently far in advance..." he 
said. 
Under the ABC rules passengers would 
have to purchase tickets 60 days in ad­ 
vance for flights to Europe or 30 days 
ahead for flights to other countries. 
All tickets would be round trip Flights 
to Europe would have to last a minimum 
seven days, but there would be no 
minimum requirement in other areas. 
Tickets would be offered through in­ 
dependent charter operators or travel 
agents, who would purchase blocks of at 
least 40 seats on an airplane and then sell 
the seats for whatever price necessary 


The CAB said all of the plans it has tried 
in recent years, including a liberal one- 
stop inclusive tour charter authorized last 
August, have serious drawbacks for pas­ 
sengers. That, the board said, is what 
prompted its latest proposal 


Hie board predicted the new plan would 
have little or no impact on airline income 
from scheduled flights because busi­ 
nessmen and many others still would need 
the flexibility and certainty of travel 
arrangements offered only by scheduled 
carriers.

Legislation would end 


'prolonging' of life 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
- 
Legislation designed to end the 
practice of prolonging a dying 
patient’s life by extraordinary 
medical means against his or 
her will was proposed today by 
a Democratic assemblyman. 
Assemblyman Barry Keene 
of Eureka said his measure 
would allow a patient to sign a 
written declaration calling for 
withdrawal 
of extraordinary 
life-sustaining procedures when 
they would serve no medical 
purpose except to artificially 
delay the moment of death 
Keene said his bill, which will 
be introduced Friday, would 
protect "a person’s right to a 
natural death." 
He said prolonging a person's 
life in such instances is 
"unwarranted, inhumane and 
financially depleting.” 
Although some hospitals and 
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like others which have held 
local party meetings — has a 
large number of uncommitted 
voters. With results in from 
about one-fourth of Alaska's 
precincts, all but a handful of 
the several hundred delegates 
were uncommitted. 


Nebraska's secretary of state 
advised 11 Democrats and two 
Republicans their names will 
be on the May II presidential 
primary.

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Chavez threatens new 
agricultural boycotts

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
O sar Chavez has threatened 
international boycotts against 
major raisin and tree fruit 
growers in retaliation for the 
dismantling of California's his­ 
toric secret-ballot union elec­ 
tions for farm workers. 
"W ere going to pin them 
against the wall,” the United 
Farm Workers Union leader 
declared Wednesday, announc­ 
ing that his supporters are 
geared up for boycotts through­ 
out the United States, Canada 
and European Common Market 
countries 
Chavez said his first new 
targets will be Sunmaid, a 
major trade name used by 
prominent California grape 
raisin growers, and Sunsweet, a 
prominent fruit processor. 
"That’s a very immoral way 
of trying to settle an issue,” 
responded Harry Kubo, leader 
of a growers’ drive to amend 
the landmark law negotiated 
last summer by Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr., and agreed upon 
by major agricultural leaders. 
Chavez and the Teamsters. 
"Let's go through the legisla­ 
tive forum and not battle it out 
in the market place. It’s the 
only democratic way of doing

Legislature to probe 
state health department 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) - 
Secretary of State March Fong 
Eu Wednesday authorized cir­ 
culation of petitions aimed at 
placing on the Nov. 2 ballot an 
initiative which would outlaw 
private possession of handguns 
on Jan 1, 1978 
The proposal, sponsored by 
the Committee for Handgun 
Control in Los Angeles, is a vir­ 
tual carbon copy of legislation 
killed last month by the As­ 
sembly Criminal Justice Com­ 
mittee. 


The initiative would require 
citizens to surrender their 
pistols and revolvers and be 
reimbursed by the state at an 
pctimttprl cost of up to $250 


million, supporters have said. 
Exempted but placed under 
severe restrictions would be 
police, antique firearms collec­ 
tors, gun club members, gun 
dealers and security guards 


In an official title and sum­ 
mary of the measure, the at­ 
torney gen eral’s office es­ 
timated the initiative would 
result in a one-time cost of $3.7 
million to state and local agen­ 
cies. excluding the cost of reim­ 
bursing owners. 


The committee, headed by 
Delores K. H elfgott, must 
collect 312,404 voter signatures 
by July 2 to qualify the measure 
for the general election ballot. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Deciding the cure wasn’t worth 
the cost. California doctors 
have dumped a plan to end the 
court trial system of handling 
medical malpractice cases 
Supporters hoped to get the 
plan on the November election 
ballot as an initiative. But the 
California Medical Association 
Wednesday dropped the propos­ 
al after several speakers 
warned of possibly enormous 
costs. 
Delegates meeting on the last 
day of the CMA’s 105th annual 
meeting also feared voters 
might have little sympathy for 
the initiative, which sought a 
state constitutional amendment 
to lower insurance costs for 
doctors. 
In rejecting an immediate in­ 
itiative 
drive, 
association 
members instead embraced a 
"broad base" reform of liabili­ 
ty law to benefit many busines­ 
ses and professionals hard pres­ 
sed by rising insurance costs. 


Dr. Carl Goetsch of Berkeley, 
outgoing CM A president, made 
the proposal as a means to get 
wide reform support rather 
than risking public hostility to a 
plan which benefited only doc­ 
tors 


It was adopted and the CM A 
approved a $750,000 initial grant 
for the "Commission on Tort 
Reform." The commission was 


given a possible new initiative 
target date of the general elec­ 
tion in 1978 
The new commission will 
consider, among other things, 
two competing initiative propos­ 
als which would set up non­ 
court review boards appointed 
by the governors and legis­ 
lature, including both doctors 
and lav persons, to decide 


malpractice claims. 
Membership of the commis­ 
sion was to be decided later by 
the CMA’s guiding body. 
In other action Wednesday, 
the CMA voted to set up its own 
insurance company for cover­ 
age of extra-large settlements 
and judgments for new doctor-

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature has launched an ex­ 
amination of the huge state 
Health Department, one of 
California’s most controversial 
bureaucracies. 
The lawmakers want to find 
out what went wrong when 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan 
consolidated related state agen­ 
cies five years ago into the 
single H ealth Departm ent, 
which now consumes nearly 
one-quarter of the $12 billion 
state budget and employs 24,000 
persons. 
"It is generally conceded,” 
declared Senate Health Com­ 
mittee Chairman Arlen Gre­ 
gorio Wednesday at the opening 
of the series of fact-finding 
hearings, 
"that no one is 
satisfied with the department’s 
current level of performance.” 
He got no argument. 
The hearing featured a free­ 
wheeling 
generalized 
discus­ 
sion of a report by the Little 
Hoover C om m ission that, 
among other things, said the ex­ 
pected benefits of consolidation 
had not been realized. 
The report also turned up 
charges of possible fraud and 
conflicts-of-interest by depart­ 
ment staffers. The allegations 
are under investigation by At­ 
torney G eneral E v elle J. 
Younger and were not discus­ 
sed. 
Department 
Director Dr. 
Jerome Lackner promised he 
would 
respond within one 
month to one of the report’s 
most basic recommendations to 
formulate a list of fundamental 
"goals and objectives" to guide 
the agency. 
, 
But Lackner indicated opposi­ 
tion to a recommendation that a 
new board be established, the 
state Board of Health, to decide 


Health Departm ent policy, 
write health regulations and 
coordinate the department's 
many professional advisory 
organizations. 
Lackner hardly defended the 
condition of his huge depart­ 
ment. He said he knew it was in 
disarray before he entered the 
government and it turned out 
even worse But he said there 
was progress under a new team 
of assistan ts and recently 
"much closer communication" 
with Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. 
Gregorio said the "over­ 
sight" hearings by his commit­ 
tee and some members of the 
Assembly Health Committee 
would continue into April and 
possibly could result in legisla­ 
tion to alter the department.

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Opposition still heavy 
to Cachuma trout plants

Any legal action resulting 
from the alleged misuse of fish 
and game fine money in Santa 
Barbara County conceivably 
could have the wide support of 
sportsmen's groups in the state, 
the Board of Supervisors has 
been warned. 
The warning came from the 
Sportsmen's Council of Central 
California (SCCCi which has 
adopted a resolution backing 
the County's Fish and Game 
Advisory Committee, which has 
rapped the continuing use by 
the county of fish and game fine 
money to make trout plants at 
Lake Cachuma 
The council's strong stand 
was transmitted to the super­ 
visors by SCCC president 
Stanley R Radom. of Solvang 
Radom is also secretary of the 
county advisory group created 
by thè supervisors a year ago. 
Meanwhile. Assistant County 
Counsel Dana Smith has in­ 
formed the County Park Com­ 
mission that the ruling from his 
officeclaiminguseof such funds 
is legal “ still stands." 
Radom recently told the com­ 
mission he felt the ruling was 
faulty 
The battle of sportsmen's 
groups in the matter has now 
gone on for a lengthy period. 
Back in September. 1974. the 
Santa Ynez Valley Sportsmen's 
Assn.. 
requested 
the 
Sportsmen’s Council of Central 
California to take action “ to 


prevent further misuse of fish 
and game fine money in Santa 
Barbara County." said Radom. 
The Central California Coun-* 
cil's findings were to the effect 
the county is still continuing the 
practice of using fish and game 
fine money for trout plants and 
is now calling upon its 
statewide affiliate, the Califor­ 
nia Wildlife Federation * to join 
in support of any individual or 
group initiating legal action to 
protect the people of the state 
from the misuse of revenues 
derived from fines levied by the 
courts for violations of the Fish 
and Game Code" 
Also, the council said it was 
requesting the State Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game to “im­ 
mediately cease the program of 
matching pound-for-pound. the 
amount of catchable trout 
purchased with fine money by 
the county for business promo­ 
tion purposes." 
The council said it was felt; 
— The planting of non­ 
reproducing 
catchable-sized 
trout in order to increase gate 
receipts and promote business 
for concessionaires was neither 
propagation, nor conservation, 
nor habitat improvement, and 
was “ In violation" of Section 
13100 of the Fish and Game 
Code. 
- That there was “ no 
evidence" found by the County 
Advisory Committee that 
hatchery-raised rainbow trout 
reproduce in Lake Cachuma. 


and there couW be no fall- 
spawn at streams leading into 
the lake are dry then. 
- That the county counael’t 
opinion on the legality of use of 
fish and game fine money 
“ erroneously states that 
‘streams leading into Lake 
Cachuma. which has been 
planted with trout for a number 
of years, are a suitable habitat 
for the propagation of fish."’ 
The claim was made the state­ 
ment is not factual as "rainbow 
trout planted in the Santa Ynez 
River that feeds Cachuma Lake 
not only do not spawn, but do 
not survive from season-to- 
season." 
Meanwhile, the Park Com­ 
mission has been inftnmed by 
Dr. Van Christy that the Fish 
and Game Department should 
be complimented on this year’s 
fish plant. He said it was felt to 
be very successful and 
requested the commission con­ 
sider (in connection with 
propagation of fish in the rivers 
leading to the lake) that some 
money be spent each year for 
purchase of spring spawning 
steelhead strain trout. Dr. 
Christy suggested advertising 
when fish of a large size are 
planted in the lake.

Yearly tax ordeal 


WASHINGTON - For most of us, the 
annual ordeal of wrestling with our in­ 
come tax returns is upon us. It is all the 
more odious because it involves par­ 
ticipation in a continuing scandal. 
To call it an ordeal requires little sub­ 
stantiation, it is enough merely to cite 
common knowledge. Millions give up 
deductions they are 
entitled to so they can 
use the short form and 
escape the annual 
headache. Two out of 
five taxpayers turn to 
so-called experts 
But millions more 
will struggle through 
the days of toil and 
nights of anguish. In 
re n d e rin g 
unto 
Caesar, they must 
give an accounting of 
the minutest details of 
their lives During this season, then, 
Americans experience the sense of 
foreboding that 
marks not the free 
citizens but the subjects of an omnipo­ 
tent and capricious state. 
But the tax law is also a scandal which 
has turned taxpayers from the simple ac­ 
cepted duty it once was to the resisted 
contest at skulduggery it is today. 
Because of its complexity, it is not just 
Joe Doaks who cannot understand his tax 
return Once we get beyond the elemen­ 
tal. even the Internal Revenue official is 
not likely to understand it. 
A few years ago, an Atlanta taxpayer, 
to prove a point, called at five different 
IRS offices around the country, 
presented the same set of facts and 
asked for a computation of his tax. He 
got five different answers, some varying 
from others by hundreds of dollars. 
Such absurdities occur not because 
Internal Revenue personnel are in­ 
competent, but because the tax code is 
incomprehensible. What mere human 
could assimilate 6.000 pages of con­ 
flicting federal tax laws and regulations?

And behind the complexity is the greater 
scandal that causes it. The tax law is a 
mess not because the law makers 
wanted it to be complicated, but because 
they wanted it to be a vehicle for doing 
hidden favors, a Trojan horse for financ­ 
ing programs that couldn’t gain accep­ 
tance as open subsidies, a Christmas 
tree on which the visionary’s public con­ 
cern was hung alongside the lobbyist s 
private swindle. 
The average taxpayer got illusory 
deductions to be paid for in higher basic 
rates, while the rich and the calculating 
got away with token taxes or none at all 
by putting their money into real estate 
ventures, or oil or tax-exempt bonds, or 
exotic charities, or 101 other shelters. 
We have had access to secret tax fil­ 
ings by members of our wealthiest 
families, the Mellons, the Rockefellers, 
the Hunts and others. Their returns have 
one thing in common. Each of the 
families has had millionaire members, 
who from time to time, have paid no in­ 
come tak at all. And almost all of them 
regularly pay only a fraction of the tax 
their income would require were it not 
for loopholes. 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller, for 
example, paid no federal income tax in 
1970. His brother, John D. Rockefeller 
III. pays a 10 per cent federal tax as a 
matter of personal principle. Apparent­ 
ly, he can manipulate his tax exemptions 
to produce whatever tax return he feels 
is appropriate. Paul Mellon, worth a cool 
one billion dollars, is able to get away 
with a negligible income tax, as do other 
members of his fabulously rich family. 
And Texas oil millionaire Bunker Hunt 
has managed to live in luxury without 
paying any taxes at all in several years. 
We do not single them out of criticism. 
They have made use of the law. and that 
is their right. It is the process that is at 
fault, and it makes a chump out of the 
person who does not distort his affairs so 
as to benefit from every possible 
loophole.

Consider that bit of oversight cor­ 
rected in the case of Phil Holland, county 
hydrologist. Holland in his own words, is 
the “architect," of the county’s new 
computer-telemetry system for early 
flood warning along the reaches of the 
Santa Ynez River. 
Somewhere there may be readers who 
recall a Graphs column I did about six or 
seven years ago based on a conversation 
I had with Jim Stubchaer, and dealing 
with a plan for an early warning system 
The idea was to stick rain and flood sen­ 
sors at strategic spots and then crank all 
the telemetry into a computer. If the 
computer got the proper data, out would 
come the electronic commands to open 
the gates at Bradbury Dam which con­ 
trol the waters of Cachuma Reservoir, 
and thus avert possible disaster 
downstream.

Our hat is off to Holland for figuring all 
this out and to Stubchaer for fighting to 
implement the system.

The IRS reports that 49 per cent of all 
returns now contain errors and 19 per 
cent are attempts at outright fraud. 
Voluntary contributions have seriously 
eroded, meanwhile, to the point of an in­ 
cipient taxpayers’ revolt. 
The only way to avoid the total 
collapse of the tax system, we warned 
last year, was to wipe the slate clean of 
all personal tax preferences, deductions, 
credits and exclusions from income 
while cutting basic tax rates for 
everyone. 
If these deductions, which each year 
exclude from taxation more than $125 
billion of income, were all eliminated, 
basic tax rates could be drastically cut 
without any loss of revenue. The home 
owners, who would lose their deductions 
for interest on their mortgages, would 
recoup from lower tax rates. 
No less than Treasury Secretary 
William Simon, a fiscal conservative, 
now agrees with this radical solution. 
Under his plan, the tax would fall to 
around ten per cent at the low end and 35 
per cent at the high end. The poorest 
families would continue to pay no in­ 
come tax; the better-off families under 
four members, earning $15,000, would 
pay $1.200. The wealthy would be taxes 
at 35 per cent on their income over 
$50,000. 
Such a tax could be figured in two 
minutes even under the new math. 
Everyone would pay a fair share. 
What about all the worthy endeavors 
that are now helped along by tax exemp­ 
tions? We say let them apply for outright 
subsidies. That way, the handouts would 
be out in the open where we could get a 
look at them and where they could be 
reviewed each year. 
All the special interest lobbies will be 
lining up against this proposal. Their 
game will be to scare the ignorant by 
warning them of the deductions they will 
lose, without mentioning what they will 
gain in lower tax rates, time saved and 
peace of mind — and what the country 
will gain from halting our , present 
decline into a nation of connivers and 
cheats. 
Footnote: We tried unsuccessfully to 
get comments from the Rockefellers, 
Mellons and Hunts. Associates con­ 
tended in their behalf that they donated 
fabulous amounts to charities and took 
the legal tax exemptions this entitled 
them to. These donations could be 
deducted from their taxes. Of course the 
average taxpayer cannot decide which 
causes he wishes to support at the 
government’s expense. 


WASHINGTON — The outcome of the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the case of 
the federal election law was like that of 
the race of the animals in Alice in 
Wonderland. Everyone won - or 
claimed they had won — and now the dis­ 
pute is over the prizes. 
One consequence of the 270 pages of 
legal verbiage has had 
too little recognition 
This is the removal of 
all spending limits on 
congressional 
races 
either in the primaries 
or in the general elec­ 
tion. 
Small wonder that 
Sen. James Buckley, 
the independent con­ 
servative from New 
York, was snapped 
with a rare grin on his 
normally solemn face 
just after the decision was handed down 
Buckley is a prime example of what the 
decision can mean and he can run off 
with his prize with no one to contest it. 
Prior to the Court’s decision, can­ 
didates for Senate and House seats were 
limited to spending no more than $35,000 
of their own or their family’s funds. 
Buckley comes from a wealthy family, 
with each of 10 children having a net 
worth of a million dollars or more. He 
disclosed that this was his own net worth 
when revealing that his income in 1974 
was close to $150,000, which included his 
Senate salary of $42,500. 
Under the Court’s ruling there is 
nothing to prevent Buckley from using 
any part of his fortune that he chooses to 
throw into the race nor is there anything 
to preclude his surviving seven brothers 
and sisters — one is the highly paid 
columnist and author William Buckley 
Jr. — from giving whatever they choose 
to his campaign. 
The senator hs said he intends to stay 
within the limit of spending set by the 
law which, under a complex formula 
based on the voting population, was 
$560,000 in the primary. 
But there is nothing now to prevent 
anyone from contributing to the success 
of a candidate’s campaign as long as it is 
not co-ordinated (the wording in the 
Court’s decision) with the candidate’s 
own funding. 
Thus a friend of a candidate could buy 
a full-page newspaper ad or he could go 
all-out and work up a television program 
for stations in the state. 
All true, say Buckley’s staffers, but on 
the other hand, the way is now open for 
the AFL-CIO to back Buckley’s opposi­ 
tion both in the primary and in the 
general election. They cite, as an exam­ 
ple. labor’s contribution to the defeat of 
Republican Louis Wyman in the special 
election for the vacant Senate seat in 
New Hampshire. Buckley is a prime 
target of labor s political wing. 
The consequences of the Court’s deci­ 
sion are even more striking in Missouri 
where the limit in the primary worked 
out at $287,937. The front runrier in the 


Democratic race, James W. Symington, 
son of the Senator, does not have a great 
amount of personal funds. He has said he 
will be content to stay within that limit. 
On the Republican side, John C. Dan- 
forth, the state’s Attorney General, 
comes from a wealthy family. He said 
after the Court’s ruling that he was also 
willing to stay within the limit. Six years 
running against Sen.

Symington, Danforth was reported to 
have spent several million dollars. 
But the younger Symington has a 
Democratic opponent. Rep. Jerry Litton, 
a wealthy rancher Litton says he means 
to spend as much money as he chooses 
because Symington has had more ex­ 
posure since he is in his third term in the 
House. 
The main thrust of the Court’s opinion 
was to throw out any limit on what 
presidential candidates may spend. This 
was the conclusion, that under the First

Amendment spending limits were at 
encroachment on freedom of speech. It 
challenging the law, Buckley’s curio« 
partner was former Sen. Eugene Me 
Carthy, who is theoretically running fo 
President. 
The 270-page decision came from th 
Court rather than any single justice 
evidence of the lack of direction amon 
the nine. Since the Court has give. 
Congress only 30 days to revise th* 
Federal Election law, it may be that 
with the pulling and hauling for am 
against, the time will expire and th* 
result will be no effective law what 
soever. 
In that way the confusion will be coo 
founded. While nothing like the secrec> 
and corruption of 197$ can occur, them 
will be plenty of opportunity for under 
the-table help. It would be hard to find i 
better example of the vagaries of th« 
American system.
